Appeal for support 
for Soviet Jewry

Speaking at a teach-in at McGill on the plight of Soviet Jewiy, 
Rabbi Abraham Feinberg last night made a dramatic appeal to Jews 
eveiywfaere to come "out in support of their Soviet brethren be^ 
(ore the roots of tbeh: Jewish culture are erased forever." 

Addressing a crowd of about 400 people in the Leacock au* 
ditorium, Rabbid Feinberg called for "every form of protest except 
violence." Terming the Soviet Union"a monolith inflicted with 
paranoia", Rabbi Feinberg stated that he'believed that Soviet anti- 
semitism vrill not really begin to .vanish until the end of the Cold 
War. 

Ratbi Fehib^ warned against those that use the Jewish pro- 
blem for Cold War purposes^^^i^iepresenUngjlsrad as a bulwark 
against communism. ''This'''ls'nbi^imti<bmmuriism, this is just 
pro-Jew," stated Rabbi Feinberg. 

Rabbi Feinberg also stated that he felt that the Soviet policy 
towards Israel should not be confused with anti-semitism. 

. "I believe that Israel is just the unluclqr victhn of a cold- 
blooded policy of Middle East penetration", stated Rabbi Feinberg. 
"I consider the fact that Israel must depoid on arms supplied by 
the United States and Richard Niicon to be a moral tragedy -of mo- 
dem Jewish history, comparable with the holocaust", he said. 

. He described the scene he witnessed when, on vbit to Moscou, 
he saw 15,000 young Jews celebrating Shnchat Torah by singing 
and danchig hi front of the city's only synagogue, wfaidi must serve a 
population of 400,000 Jews. ; ' ' . 

Rabbi Feinberg came under some attack by meihbers of the au- 
dience displeased ^th his radical vlews;;:::;v:^i^^|^^^i^^^^^. . , ; 
, . When pressed to state whether his'' JuaaSmwH^rauou vlevn 
icame first, Fehiberg stated that '1 am a radical because I am a 
^éw." 

"I am not hitercsted in any left, old or new, which has as its 
'goal the exUnction of the Jewish people", concluded Feinberg. A 
short slide show on the history of antl^emitism hi the Soviet 
Union followed the speech.

cracy ran second. It set its prio-. 
rities for working-class needs hi 
housing, health and transportation 
FRAP was denounced as ar 
"front" for the FLQ last week 
by Federal Regional Development 
Minister Jean Marchand, who 
subsequently retracted his state- 
ment. Drapeau, however, conti- 
^■nueh to make allegations about a 
':: FRAP-FLQ Unk during the cam- 
paign, andjiSf now faced with a 
|3.6-millibniibcliuit. 

Adèle Chène-Williams, defea- 
ted FRAP candidate m St. Louis 
riding, commented on the election 
result, "I thhik it's too bad 
that the people , haven't seen fit 




to elect an opposition." She 
challenged the Civic Party's notion 
that a "strong power" at City Hall 
was vrtiat was needed bi this time 
of crisis. 

Despite the defeat of FRAP, 
acconUng to Mrs. Williams, 
"FRAP did mean something to 
the people hi St. Louis." 
. Printer Jean Roy, jailed and 
later released hi the War Mea- 
sures raids, garnered about a 
third of the votes cast hi St. Louis. 
In Rosemont, however, FRAP 
President Paul Cliche, who made 
a speech supporUng the aims but 
not the methods of the FLQ, only 
picked up 16 per cent of the vote.

Drapeau, who was reelected 
with 91,7 pier cent of the votes 
cast, made constant references 
to the "unanhnity" of the dection 
results. He clataned that there 
were "no second or third classes" 
in Montreal and that everyone was 
"united bdibid the Chric Party and 
its leader, the mayor.." ' 
.The vote, he asserted, "should 
be regarded as a confiimatioii of 
the measures taken ;^rQiie|tluee 
levek of government;^ Drapeau 
'added that "thë'cyê^^of the free 
worid are turned on Montreal." 

Montreal Urban Community 
Chairman Lucien Sauhiicr, like 
other members of the CWic Party, 
denigrated the need for "such a 
'precious' opposition as some 
, people hoped for" and prophesied, 
"The sun will shhie briefer on 
IVIontreal tomorrow."

T "Medicare legislation is, in the main, good," 
stated Dr. EUen Avery of the Montreal Child- 
ren's Hospital, and chairman of pediatrics at McGill. 
"It will overcome the unjust economic torrier and 
provide eqiul medical care for all." . 

"Howevari^ it ' does have imperfections," Dr. 
Avery continued. She felt that the legislation itself 
would expose these imperfections. They could then 
be worlc^ out "with feeUngs of good vrill on both 
sides." , 

"Opting but and the fee issue are two of the most 
important aspects of medicare," she said. However, 
"once a reasonable fee scale has been negotiated, 
there will be no need to opt out." ■ _ ■ 

According to Dr. Avery, the recent medical spe- 
cialists' strilce was sparlced by feelings of appr^en- 
sion as to whether a satisfactory fee system could, 
in fact, be arranged once the le^lation was passed. 

"1 am in sympathy with the point of view of the 
striking doctors," she said, but she would not com- 
ment on the means they useid to make their point. 

Robert Turner, Students'~.Council represcntathre 
for the school of medicine, said that the medicare 
issue has split medical students down the middle, 
i pàlf j are, in : fayour,of the, government scheme; half 
Ifioeigainst bdhg turned into civil servants.- 

Personally, Turner is in favour of medicare, 
calUng it the iKst action the government could.take in 
the fidd of medicine. 

He did not support the recent strike on the grounds 
that the doctors were primarily interested in the 
financial aspect. "When they yeU principles, they're 
yelling money," he commented. 

-TUrd year'medkal student Robert Robson called 
:-miedkare,-:'.'the bare, bones, a fint step that must be 
' followed ty. the reconstruction of servke distribu- 
Oon, a new doctor-patient relationship, and a de- 
emphasis on specialization". 



"There needs to he more' grass roots control of 
health service," Robson conthiued. He advocates that 
the people themselves should decide how they will t>e 
medically served. 

"The whitfrgod hnage of the doctor must be' 
èlimbiatéd. Many patients go to a doctor out of fear," 
heitàtëd. Robson disapproves of this and would like 
to see a more positwe . feelbig towards personal 
health. 

According to him, there is a glut of specialists 
at the present tune. This results hi a situation in 
which many trained specialists are doing general 
practke work and expecting to be paid specialist 
fees. 

On the question of the strike, Robson declared 
that "health care is a basic ri^t. The striUng 
specialists did not believe this. .Their main concern 
was the fee issue, the question of 'control aiid privi- 
leges". 

For similar reasons, third year medical student 
Robert Remis did not support the strike. "Many 
doctors are used to unjustifiable privileges in money 
and power," he said. ' j 

Medical Student Daniel Luchhis can understand 
why specialists thouglit they were justified in strik- 
ing. However, , unlike i thé specialists, he . does not 
bdieve that the^tahdard of medical service will be 
lowered medicare legislation. ' 

His opinion, like that of many of his fellow stu- 
dents, is that by making medical services readily 
avsdlable to all people, regardless of income bracket, 
the province can only improve its standard. 

"No one will . be completdy, satlsfled,'' : Luchin?' 
commented on the fee issue.*^ "The govemihoit can- 
not afford to' pay hi^ fees. Consequently some doc- 
tors will have to suffer a cut-back in eamuigs." 

- . The general concensus among' medical students 
was that medicare will definitely cause a change in 
"the type of people applying to and being accepted 
into medical school" There wiU be a greater in- 
_ terest hi patient-doctor relattonships hi the future, 
~ and a deempbasfa in the fee aspect of medicine. .

Safe chemical waste 
disposal impossible

It is ironic that although we 
are livmg m a pollution-cons- 
cious society, very little is 
known about the safe disposal 
of chemical wastes^ 

Montreal tiy-Iaw No. 3728 
prohibits the deposit of subs- 
tances such as chlorine, sus- 
pended solids, fats, oils, or 
any toxic, hiflammable or 
"evil-smelUng" substances, 
bito the public sewer system. 

The law was enacted in par- 
tial response to growing public 
uisistence on solvmg the pro- 
blem of water pollution. 

Thus, oil, which doesn't mù 
with water, or photographic 
processing solutions, which 
arc chemically harmful, would 
hopefully' cease to be hin- 
dances to public health. Along 
with polluthig the water, 
wastes of this sort are dan- 
gerous to the sewer system, 
and' to mahitenance crews 
' working^in the sewers. 

"' Waste disposal problem 

The question then arises: ' 
what does the general public 
do with the wastes it cannot 
legally throw down the drahi? 

Mr. Mahieu, of the City 
Health Department, warned 
agabist the disposal of such 
flidds in garbage trucks for 
fear of possilde leakage. 

He suggerted bringhig oQ 



wastes to servke stations. 
Some garages have bidepen- 
dent pkk-up and disposal sys- ' 
terns to deal with the situation. 
What th(9 do with the unwant- 
ed' oil is not known by Mr. 
Mahieu, although use as. a lu- 
bricant is a possibility. The 
usual fate of such oil is to be 
dumped on country roads to 
keep down dust, thai to get 
washed hito lakes and streams 
^ the nain. 

Jean Marcotte of the Water 
Pollution Committee, reflect- 
uig on the questton, mentioned 
that it was a good one... 

Mr. Leduc of the Garbage 
Division suggested contacting 
the manufacturing source of 
the specific chemical for the 
solution. 

Various members of STOP. 
(Society To Overcome Pollu- 
tion) had no solutkin except 
to consult Mr. Prévos of the 
Quebec,,Water. Board. He had 
no rancrete'answers either. ' .

Formation of sudi a committee 
points to the importance and

Yesterday's election results were not surprising. The election 
outcome ceased to be in doubt ever.since Jean Marchand last Thursday 
caUedFRAP,a,*.'£ront'^ for the 51X1. . 

Marcband's statement was Inflanunatory, but certainly not out' of 
place in the parancia that has developed ' across Canada since the 
invocation of the War Measures Act.

More 
tlian anything else the federal or provincial governments have said 
and done, the presence of thousands of soldiers and the unrestricted 
actions of police show dearly the lengths to which authorities will 
go to prove their tolerance.

ed democracy. '^^f^'. 

Marcliand's indiscretion, it turned out, was not enougli for Dra- 
peau. He exploited the indiscretion to the hilt. He waned that "Uood 
would flow in the streets" if FRAP was dected. : , , . 

It b ironic at this juncture that FRAP should have been criti- 
cized only a month ago for being wishy-washy. There wdre arguments 
made early in the dection campaign that - FRAP's wilUngness to 
otter a municipal dection was tantamount to coaptation by the sys- 
tem they were trying to change. 

But FRAP never expected to vrin the dection, although they 
may well have expected a few of their candidates in city council. The 
party always emi^aslzed that their real goal in the campaign was to 
try to inform the people of the true nature of the Drapeau re^e.

Drapeau has shown that he feds most at home without an oppo- 
sition. He has gone to considerable lengths to make sure that this 
remains the case, for he has vron on a wave of paranoia which he has 
successfully ridden to his advantage. 

For the supporters of FRAP there have been many lessons on the 
true nature of liberal democracy and it may well be that they have won 
despite themsdves.

MONTREAL , (CUP) Quebec- 
Press yesterdqr devoted much of 
its issue to ana^is of tbe effects 
of "Law and Older" in Quebec; , 

The left-wing Weel^.^finano^^i 
partially by Quebec tralelinionsr^l 
was allegedly under police sur- 
veillance last week after publish- 
ing an editorial denouncing po- 
litical repression and ur^g 
Québécois to use non-violent 
means to resist the "imposition 
of military rule" by the Cana-, 
dian government. 

Jacques KeaUe, a member of 
the paper's editorial board, wrote 
an article this week entitled: 
"James Richard Cross - A Life 
to Save at AU Costs," 

The_ article said: ''The morale 
of thMé bebig detahied is not at 
'ailrgood. In certain' cases, if in- 
carceration continues much long- 
er, nerves will crack: you can't 
stay in prison' seven or 10 or 
maybe even 21 days, as in cer- 
tabi cases, without feeling harm- 
ful effects." 

'It is cunently enough for a 
-citizen to phone the police'and 
tdl them something is fishy 
next door, for the poUce to search 
your neighbour at any hour of the 
day or night, without a court or- 
der" Keable wrote. 
Among those arrested this week 
..was a 14^ear-old whose pibcipal 
pbonied the police because the stu- 



dent allegedly posted the FLQ 
manifesto onto a bulletin Imard. 
He was held half a day. 

In another case, a shoolteacherj 
iW» ,4 arrested apparently because^ 
hsPrincipaloveiiieani part of an 
answer he was gwing a student 
concenUng recent events. 

"Into this already charged cU^ 
mate, several people nave mtro- 
duced elements whkh have only 
heightened the tenston," the sto- 
ry said. 

"Jean , Mardi^d^Wednesday, 
night -shot a ciuânonraU'into^thé:' 
back of a deroocratk political 
party, FRAP, the only serious 
opposition to Drapeau's Chric 
Party," the paper said. 

"Marchand's coup... is an ex- 
ceptional example of violence and 
bresponsibility: a federal mhtis- 
ter, worried about electoral de- 
mocracy denounces a party dedi- 
cated to the electoral game and 
he does it on the eve of the elec- 
tion", the article said.

Finally, just as the game was endhig.^he 'rolléd up 
the entire fleld, encompassbig both the McGill Red- 
men and their coaches, and buried the whole mess 
under the Unhrersity Adndnistration building. 

Despite this distraction the Redmen stayed on the 
fleld throughout and put up what can only be called a 
heroic effort before succumbing 23-12 to the first 
place Queen's Golden Gaeb. 

Fbr those of you didn't know it, this was the last 
football game ever to be played in Molson Stadium 
and if that wasn't democralizing enough. Quarterback 
Dan Smith was out with broken ribs., lAider such cir- 
cumstances, the dosénëss^fthèjcbntest^ remark- 
able and the final score more than respectable. , ' '. 

The game itself was a rouUne affair. The Redmoi, 
plying charged up ball for most of the first half, 
succeeded in establishing a potent ground attack. Bill 
McKenna, subbing in at Q.B., demonstrated some 
remarkably fine ball-handling as draws and counter- 
plays continually sprung Fleiszer, AiUn and Dohcrty 
.for big gainers.
